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EDITORIAL NOTES 
Fillies 

NE day last week we received a note from 

Humphrey Finney saying “the score at Holly 
Beach Farm now is 11 fillies to one colt,’’ mean- 
ing, of course, foals of this year. Thomas Carr 
Piatt had just told us, with a smile, that he is 
“getting a break this year—eight colts and two 
fillies.”’ By canvassing a little at the Saturday 
luncheon of the Thoroughbred Club, we found 
that, generally, fillies are slightly outnumbering 
colts on farms in the vicinity of Lexington. Then 
a check-up of foals reported to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
to April 7 shows the arrival of 168 fillies to 140 
colts—-28 more fillies than colts. It is not im- 
probable that by the close of the foaling season, 
the score will be nearly fifty-fifty, but, in any 
event, the ratio is about normal, as a_ glance 
backward will show. The Jockey Club’s “foal 
book,”—-which is to say supplements to the 
American Stud Book—published in April each 
year, giving the list of then 2-year-olds, shows 
that in 1927 the registered foals (in the supple- 
ment) numbered 2,030 colts and 2,120 fillies; in 
1928, it was 2,150 colts, 2,259 fillies; the next 
year, 2,429 colts, 2,446 fillies; in 1930 there were 
2,467 colts, 2,604 fillies, and the following year, 
2,523 colts, 2,605 fillies. The supplement with 
named foals of 1932 is expected to be issued dur- 
ing this week. Thus, for the five years, we find 
that in each fillies slightly outnumbered colts, 
there being 90 more in 1927, 109 more in 1928, 17 
more in 1929, 137 more in 1930, and 82 more in 
1931. As we have before said in THE BLOOpD- 
HORSE, the prejudice against fillies in America is 
not well grounded. The fact that more of them 
have not won the Kentucky Derby is attributable 
largely, we think, to the early running of that 
coveted event. It is not reasonable, from the sex 
point of view, to expect fillies and mares to race 
their best in April, May and June, particularly 
in competition with colts. This is a year in 
Which breeders, other than those who are pro- 
ducing for the markets strictly, should count 
themselves fortunate in having more filly foals 
than colt foals. The day is not distant when 
broodmares will be in strong request.

A Timely Address 


N his interesting and well delivered address to 
the Thoroughbred Club at its luncheon meet- 
ing at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, last Satur- 
day, Desha Breckinridge, editor and publisher of 
The Lexington Herald, from boyhood a _ sports- 
man and an uplifter in the realm of racing, urged 
that those who breed and race Thoroughbred 
horses and who own and manage race tracks be 
guardful of what they now hold, lest it be taken 
away from them. 

Mr. Breckinridge is a believer in racing for the 
sport of it. He loves racing for the thrills it 
brings and for the opportunity it affords for 
social gatherings in the out-of-doors. Being a 
breeder and owner, he understands, perhaps 
better than the average person, how essential 
it is to have money for the maintenance of the 
race courses and of the great studs that have 
been built up in his country for the improvement 
of the Thoroughbred breed through racing, but 
he would have the revenue accruing at the courses 
fairly and equitably distributed. 

He urged discouragement of purely promo- 
tional race meetings, particularly those long 
sessions intended primarily to line the pockets of 
the track owners. He recalled the damage done 
years ago by men who had no thought of racing 
except for the dollars to be garnered. He right- 
fully attributed the closing of the courses in 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Illinois, Missouri, Cali- 
fornia and other states to this ill-advised plan 
of operation. 

It was this which in 1906 had aroused in him 
and a few friends a fear that Kentucky, too, 
would lose her sport and her great horse breed- 
ing industry, unless the tracks were put under 
better control. So, by the Legislature of that year 
was created the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission, and that act became a model for the 
numerous other states now enjoying racing 
governed by commissions. 

Mr. Breckinridge sees in the present expanse 
of racing territory and the sport’s popularity a 
near opportunity for those who have maintained 
studs of Thoroughbreds in Kentucky, Virginia, 
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Maryland, New York, Texas, Nevada, California, 
Illinois and elsewhere to realize a reward for 
their faith and tenacity displayed through a 
sorely trying period, but he warns that all is not 
wholly safe from the onslaughts of those who 
will surely move, as they have before done, under 
the banner of moral reform. 

As Mr. Breckinridge spoke, we gathered the 
thought that if we have sport for sport’s sake 
truly, the onset of the reformers another time 
will be unavailing. If we have racing that is 
clean and thrilling; racing that affords contests 
keen and fair; racing that elevates the good and 
submerges the bad, both as to persons and horses; 
racing that makes a reasonable return to track 
owners and gives the rest to those who breed the 
horses and maintain the racing stables, we have 
nothing to fear from attackers, but if we do not 
have this we are in danger always. 

Mr. Breckinridge expressed regret that there 
is no racing in Lexington this spring; thought it 
a mistake for Lexingtonians ever to have sur- 
rendered control of the Kentucky Association 
course, even to fellow Kentuckians of other 
localities; and urged that Lexingtonians re-estab- 
lish the sport at home and never lose it again. 
Steps now are being taken by stockholders, both 
common and preferred, in the Kentucky Associa- 
ton that may result in a race meeting at the 
famous old course next fall. 

Having recently read a letter written more 
than 100 years ago by a scholarly observer who 
also was a sportsman, wherein it was advised 
that lands draining into the Elkhorn (a creek 
traversing a portion of Kentucky’s Blue Grass 
Region) are best for the production of race 
horses, Mr. Breckinridge dwelled briefly on the 
long-known fact that horses produced in Ken- 
tucky have conquered their rivals with consistent 
regularity. 

Being a Kentuckian and for Kentuckians first 
and the rest of America second, if we may be 
privileged to put it that way, Mr. Breckinridge 
told his hearers to strive always to breed the 
best Thoroughbreds on lands draining into the 
Elkhorn or other good creeks in this’ section 
which Kentuckians proudly call the “Hub of the 
Horse Universe.” 

He spoke on the closeness of Virginia and 
Maryland to New York City, and the ease with 
which the wealthy sportsmen of the Metropolis 
are able to spend their week-ends on horse breed- 
ing farms in those states. Here we have the 
thought that perhaps travel by air soon will be- 
come sufficiently general to cut down the time 
between Lexington and New York for breeders 
who feel that they must live in the latter place. 

When he had finished and had received the 
congratulations of those who heard him, Mr. 
Breckinridge expressed the hope to a few of us 
who were grouped about him that all race

courses would soon afford paddocks where the 
horses may be seen by all who attend the races. 
He spoke of paddocks affording grass and trees, 
such as at Saratoga, though, of course, not so 
pretentious in all instances. 

From this came to us the thought that tracks 
like Churchill Downs and Latonia, for instance, 
could use their present paddocks for receiving 
barns and have the horses saddled in the infield, 
as at Hawthorne. In earlier days it was the 
custom to saddle horses in the infields at numer- 
ous tracks. They did it at Lexington until some 
fellow, in need of good walnut timber from which 
to make gun stocks, offered an acceptable price 
for the fine tall trees. 

People who love horses want to see them as 
much as possible, that they may form opinions 
about them before they go to post for their races. 
The people should be given full opportunity for 
seeing the horses. Arlington Park’s open walk- 
ing ring, and the ring at Hialeah Park also, af- 
fords this, and would serve as patterns for other 
tracks.

COAT COLOR INHERITANCE 


FEW days ago there came to Lexington a 

man with a commission to purchase a sire 
of the Fair Play line. Concerning the prospective 
purchase he had two principal specifications. 
First, he wanted a horse of class; second, he 
wanted a chestnut. ‘For,’ said he, “‘haven’t the 
chestnut Fair Plays and the chestnut Man 0’ 
Wars been better than the bay Fair Plays and 
the bay Man o’ Wars?” 

Again, a few days ago I asked one of Ken- 
tucky’s leading breeders for the market: “Do 
you believe that coat color and racing ability 
are inherited together ?”’ 

“No,” he answered, “but if Iam sending a mare 
to a prominent stallion I usually pick out a mare 
of the same color as the stallion, so that I will 
have a good chance to get a foal of the same 
color as the stallion.” 

“Why do you do that?” 

“Because so many buyers believe that coat 
color and racing ability are inherited together.” 

Those are only two examples to indicate the 
prevalence of one of the most indefensible notions 
which has ever attached itself to this bebarnacled 
business of breeding race horses. So commonly 
accepted is the theory that those who believe it 
are investing their money in accordance with it, 
and those who do not believe it are catering to 
those who do. 


THE MECHANISM 


The inheritance of coat color is a subject of 
too many complications for a complete exposition 
here, or for anyone to attempt without a more 
solid scientific background than has the writer. 
But there are a few principles which can be set 
forth briefly. 

The more common colors of horses are chest- 
nut (which includes dark chestnut, or liver- 
colored; light chestnut, or sorrel; and the inter- 
mediate red and golden chestnuts), bay, brown, 
black and grey. Dun and roan occur infrequently. 
The Jockey Club, in its instructions for register- 
ing foals, defines the various colors as follows: 

BAY. This varies from a light yellowish tan (light 
bay), to a dark rich shade, almost brown, and between 
these a bright mahogany (blood bay). 

BROWN. This is sometimes difficult to tell from 
black or dark bay but can be distinguished by noting 
the fine tan or brown hairs on the muzzle or flanks. 

BLACK. If any doubt arises in determining between 
dark brown and black, the black can be determined by 
noting the fine. black hair on the muzzle. 

CHESTNUT. This varies from a dark liver color to a 
light washy yellow, between which come the brilliant 
red gold and copper shades. Never have black mane, 
tail or points. 

DUN. This varies from mouse color to a golden dun, 
and very generally is accompanied with black points 
and stripe. 

GREY. This is a mixture of white hairs and black, 
sometimes scarcely distinguished from black at birth 
getting lighter with age. 

ROANS. There are two classes of these,—RED or 
STRAWBERRY produced by the intermingling of red, 
white and yellow hairs, and the BLUE, produced by 
intermingling of black, white and yellow hairs. 

In practice there is considerable confusion be- 
tween bay and brown, and between brown and 
black. But chestnut is quite distinguishable from 
all other colors, since chestnuts never have black 
points. Grey is not a color, but rather a lack of 
color in some of the hairs of the coat. 

Color is inherited in accordance with Mendelian 
laws established, tested and verified a thousand 
times over. It is passed from one generation to 
and there

another as an independent character,

animals, that color is linked with racing charac- 
teristics. 

In Mendelian terminology, bay, brown and black 
are dominant; chestnut is recessive. (In the re- 
mainder of this article I am going arbitarily to 
use the word bay to indicate a horse with black 
points, a horse, that is, which is bay, brown or 
black, or, in other words, a horse which is not- 
chestnut.) If the factors for both chestnut and 
bay meet in the egg-cell from which the foal 
develops, the foal will be bay, because the chest- 
nut factor, being recessive, can not assert itself 
in the presence of the bay factor. 

Chestnuts can transmit only chestnut factors 
to their offspring. They carry no factor for the 
transmission of bay color. 

Bay horses are of two kinds, genetically speak- 
ing. Some of them are called pure dominants; 
they will never producé chestnuts, regardless of 
how they are mated. The others are impure 
dominants. While their own coat color is bay, 
they can transmit either bay or chestnut color 
to their offspring. 


HEREDITARY PERCENTAGES 


Let us imagine that the parents of a foal toss 
coins to determine the color of their foal. The 
agreement between the parents is that each will 
toss a coin. If either coin comes down heads 
(bay), the foal is to be a bay. If both coins are 
heads, the foal is a bay. If both show tails 
(chestnut), the foal is a chestnut. The only 
chance for a foal to be chestnut is that both coins 
fall tails. 

Now consider the three classes of coins the 
three classes of parents are going to toss. The 
chestnut parent has a coin which is tails on 
both sides. The pure dominant bay has a coin 
which is heads on both sides. Naturally, when a 
pure dominant bay tosses coins with a chestnut, 
the offspring will always be bay, because their 
agreement is that one coin showing heads is 
enough to establish the color of the foal as bay. 
But what happens if an impure dominant bay 
tosses coins with a chestnut? The impure domi- 
nant has a coin which is heads on one side and 
tails on the other. Half the time the coin falls 
heads, and that means a bay foal. The other half 
of the time, the coin falls tails, and since the 
other coin, tossed by the chestnut parent, is al- 
ways tails, the foals from this combination will 
be chestnuts. Thus matings between chestnuts 
and impure dominants will result in 50 per cent 
chestnut foals and 50 per cent bays. Pure domi- 
nants will produce bays, regardless of the color 
of their mates. Matings between chestnuts will 
produce only chestnuts. 

What happens when impure dominants are 
mated? Each of them has a coin which is heads 
on one side and tails on the other. You can take 
two nickels and find out what the result will be. 
One-fourth of the time both coins will show 
heads, and the resuit of that combination will be 
a pure dominant bay foal, whose offspring will 
never be chestnut. One-fourth of the time both 
coins will show tails, and the result of that 
combination will be chestnut. One-half of the 
time one coin will be heads and the other tails, 
and the result of such a combination will be a 
bay foal, an impure dominant whose offspring 
may be either bay or chestnut. Thus when im- 
pure dominants are mated, 75 per cent of the 
foals will be bays, 25 per cent chestnuts. 
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Greyness is a condition brought about by a 
hereditary factor which prevents pigment from 
passing into the hairs of the coat. It is a dominant 
factor, and its recessive opposite (allelomorph, 
the geneticists say) is simply the lack of the 
factor of greyness. That is the reason a grey 
horse must always have a grey parent, just as 
a bay horse must have a bay (non-chestnut) 
parent. Most of our grey horses are impure 
dominants, due to the fact that there are few 
matings in which both the sire and dam are 
greys. But if *Royal Minstrel, for instance, were 
to be bred to a fairly large number of grey mares 
during his lifetime, it is virtually certain that 
some of the offspring would prove to be pure 
dominants for grey, and would have nothing but 
grey offspring. 

An interesting fact concerning greyness is that 
it does not mean lack of pigment, but only that 
the pigment has been prevented from entering 
the hair. Besides the factors for greyness and 
not-greyness which are carried by impure domi- 
nant greys, they also carry bay and/or chestnut 
factors, according to their hereditary back- 
ground. Thus it would be possible for a grey horse 
to be an impure dominant for grey and sec- 
ondarily a pure dominant for bay, so that all his 
foals would be either grey or bay. Or a grey 
horse could have the recessive chestnut factor, 
so that all his foals which were not grey would 
be bay or chestnut according to the same rules 
that would be followed if he were a chestnut; 
that is, a grey horse with recessive chestnut 
factors (like Roi Herode or The Tetrarch, for 
instance), would get only chestnuts (or greys) 
from chestnut mares. Or, again, a grey horse 
could be an impure dominant for bay as well as 
for grey. 

I have gone over the matter too rapidly to in- 
clude all the details, but the machinery of color 
inheritance is, in the main, as given above. With 
the above facts one can predict the color of a 
foal or, in cases in which predictions can not be 
made with certainty, can establish the percentage 
of chances for each color. 


EXPECTATIONS AND ACTUALITIES 


Let us take an object lesson in the inheritance 
of coat color. In 1933 there were 169 stakes 
winners in North America, whose pedigrees were 
carried in THE BLOOD-HORSE’S annual supplement. 
One hundred and sixteen were bays, 51 chestnuts 
and two greys. In the following summary of the 
inheritance of coat color among these horses, B 
indicates a bay (or brown or black) parent, C a 
chestnut parent, G a grey parent.

Some of the above groups can be split up into 
several smaller groups. Of the 57 bays from 
bay—chestnut matings, 33 are by bay sires and 
24 from bay dams. Of the 33 bay sires involved, 
26 are pure dominants, leaving only seven bay 
stakes winners which are by impure dominant 
bay sires out of chestnut dams. As for the 24 
bay stakes winners by chestnut sires out of bay 
mares, exact figures can not be given for the 


number of pure dominants among the 24 dams, 
Twelve of the dams I know to be impure domi- 
nants, either because they have had chestnut off- 
spring or because one parent was a chestnut 
(a chestnut cannot produce a pure dominant 
bay). The other 12 dams are possible pure 
dominants, but mares do not ordinarily have 
enough offspring to establish themselves posi- 
tively as pure dominants. If we count all 12 of 
the possible pure dominants as actual pure domi- 
nants, and add the 12 remaining impure domi- 
nants to the seven impure dominant sires, we 
have 19 bay stakes winners resulting from the 
mating of impure dominants with chestnuts. 

Now, take the top group in the chestnut di- 
vision, the 26 chestnuts from matings of bay and 
chestnut parents. Obviously all the bays involved 
in these matings were impure dominants, else 
the stakes winners would not have been chestnuts 
but bays. Now, we have accounted for 45 matings 
of impure dominants with chestnuts, resulting 
in 26 chestnuts and 19 bays. The normal expecta- 
tion from such matings is half chestnuts and half 
bays. The slight variation from the normal here 
may be partly accounted for by fact that the 
numbers are not large enough to smoothe out 
irregularities and partly by the fact that some 
of the 12 mares assumed to be pure dominants 
are probably impure dominants, and their bay 
offspring would be added to the 19. If as many 
as half of the 12 (a not unlikely percentage) were 
actually impure, instead of pure, dominants, the 
totals would then be 51 matings of impure 
dominants with chestnuts, resulting in 26 chest- 
nuts and 25 bays, almost the exact Mendelian 
expectation. 

Fifty-one of the bays and eight of the chest- 
nuts are from matings of bay with bay. The eight 
matings which produced chestnuts were certainly 
matings of two impure dominants. Of the 51 bays 
which resulted from mating two bays, I have 
disregarded one, namely, *Winooka, because I 
can not make an adequate check of his color 
inheritance. Of the other 50, 16 are by pure 
dominant sires, and nine are from what appear 
to be pure dominant dams. Thus 25 are the 
produce of at least one pure dominant parent 
and the other 25 are the produce of two impure 
dominant parents. 

Note how exactly the Mendelian ratio has been 
followed in this case. There were, among the 169 
stakes winners, 33 horses each of which resulted 
from the mating of two impure dominant parents. 
By the Mendelian expectation, 75 per cent of 
these matings should produce bays, 25 per cent 
chestnuts. The actual result conforms almost 
exactly. There are 25 bays and eight chestnuts. 
If all the 25 bays should have offspring in future 
years, approximately one-third of them would 
be found to be pure dominants. 


A VERY FLEXIBLE THEORY 


The above details have been set forth merely 
to show how the coat color of horses comes out 
in accordance with the mathematics of proba- 
bility. It was quite natural that as_ color 
descended from one generation to another, there 
would be many instances in which the class of 
one parent (generally the sire) seemed to be 
transmitted chiefly to the offspring which had 
that parent’s color. By harping on the proper 
instances, a good persistent harper could soon 
devise a full-blown theory that the bay get of a 
good chestnut sire would not be as good as the 
chestnut offspring. As this theory would be built 
up from the thin fabric of instances, it would 
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veer and change its outline with every new set 
of instances. Witness the ludicrous notion that 
the chestnut sons and the bay daughters of the 
chestnut Hurry On are the ones to be sought 
after. The color theorists are glib in pointing out 
the instances which tally with the theory. They 
stammer a little with the others. 

The splendid filly Jabot is by *Sickle (brown) 
out of Frilette (bay). Jabot is a chestnut. The 
color theorists would immediately note that 
Frilette is by the chestnut Man o’ War, and 
presto! Jabot gets her class from Man o’ War. 
Well, in that case, how about Mata Hari? She 
isa brown and is by the bay Peter Hastings out 
of the chestnut Man o’ War mare War Woman. 
The answer here would be that she gets her class 
from some ancestor besides Man o’ War. 

With a theory like that you could explain any- 
thing. You might even be able to explain why 
the bay Pompey’s best son is the chestnut Ladys- 
man; or why the bay Chase Me, the bay Mr. 
Khayyam and the bay Inlander are by chest- 
nut sires out of moderate bay dams; or why the 
chestnut Mate is the best offspring of either his 
bay sire or his bay dam. 

The English Derby winner of last year, 
Hyperion, is inbred to St. Simon, but I remember 
that a certain color theorist scoffed at the notion 
that St. Simon had anything to do with Hyperion’s 
class, because St. Simon was a pure dominant 
and Hyperion was a chestnut! Against reasoning 
like that one weakens—from laughter. 


How TO BREED CHAMPIONS 


If any reader believes, however, that the 
production of good race horses is nothing more 
than the proper manipulation of coat colers, the 
following list may be of some benefit to him. It 
contains the names of 23 stallions, each repre- 
sented by a North American stakes winner last 
year, which are, or were, pure dominants. If 
you want to be sure that the foal will have ap- 
proximately the same color as the sire, breed 
to one of the available sires among the following: 
Black Servant

Or, if you wish to be sure to get a bay foal 
from a sire which is an impure dominant (such 
as Pompey, Gallant Fox, etc.), send him mares 
which appear to be pure dominants. The only 
mares which are likely to prove pure dominants 
are those which have two bay parents (except 
an occasional bay mare with a grey parent). A 
mare will almost certainly prove to be a pure 
dominant if she is by a pure dominant sire out 
of a mare which appeared to be a pure dominant. 

Or again, if you wish to be sure your foals by 
a chestnut sire are chestnuts, send him nothing 
but chestnut mares. 

The matter is so simple that you should be able 
to turn out champions quite regularly.

LEGISLATION 


NEW YORK 

AVING passed the Senate of the New York 

Legislature at Albany, Wednesday, April 4, 
by excellent majorities, the three measures con- 
stituting a program for improvement of the sport 
of racing in the Empire State went to the As- 
sembly with the prospect that they would be 
adopted this week and that Governor Herbert 
Lehman would approve them. 

The Crawford bill, designed to permit cash 
betting and to remove the directors’ liability 
feature of the present law, was accorded a vote 
of 30 to 15. All of the Democratic and some of 
the Republican Senators voted in the affirm- 
ative. The negative votes were those of Senators 
Desmond, Fearon, Feinberg, Frost, Hanley, Hew- 
itt, Kirkland, Lord, Mastick, Patrie, Pitcher, 
Slater, Thayer, Warner and Westall, Republi- 
cans. 

The Dunnigan bill, creating a new State Rac- 
ing Commission to be appointed by Secretary of 
State Edward J. Flynn and to be approved by 
Governor Lehman, which would control racing 
in conjunction with The Jockey Club, gained a 
vote of 45 to 1, the negative vote having been 
cast by Senator Kirkland, Republican. 

The Twomey resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the New York Constitution, requiring ap- 
proval by this Legislature, the Legislature of 
1935, and then of the people at the polls in 
November 1935, to permit pari-mutuel betting at 
the race courses, went over by a vote of 39 to 6, 
those voting in the negative being Senators Des- 
mond, Frost, Hewitt, Lord, Pitcher and Kirkland, 
Republicans. 

ARKANSAS 

Governor Futrell has told the people of Arkan- 
sas of needed revenue and has stressed the neces- 
sity for the sales tax, which has met with con- 
siderable opposition. A number of merchants at 
Hot Springs and Little Rock are urging the 
Governor to substitute a law permitting pari- 
mutuel pooling. They have pointed out to the 
Governor that the recent meeting of 27 days at 
Hot Springs was a financial success, whereas it 
was expected that some money would be lost. It 
is understood that in the event of the legalization 
of the mutuels a track will be built on the Arkan- 
sas side of the river at West Memphis or Marion. 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

The House of Representatives at Washington, 
on Monday, April 9, voted its approval of pari- 
mutuel pooling on horse races in the District of 
Columbia and sent the measure to the Senate. If 
the Senate approves the House action, it will 
mean the revival of racing at the famous Ben- 
ning track. 


INCREASED DIRECTORATE 

The American Turf Association at its annual 
meeting in Chicago April 2, increased its board of 
directors from 16 to 17, the new member being 
Lawrence Jones, Jr., of Louisville, Ky. The 16 
directors who were re-elected are: Charles W. 
Bidwill, Johnson N. Camden, Bruce Campbell, 
Henning Chambers, John T. Connery, C. S. Ellis, 
Maurice L. Galvin, Walter H. Girdler, Henry O. 
Gray, Arthur B. Hancock, C. Bruce Head, Ed- 
ward Hughes, Lawrence Jones, Sr., Donald Mc- 
Donald, Jr., Stuyvesant Peabody, Sam H. Stone 
and M. J. Winn, re-elected president.

Improvement 


EW YORKERS are going to witness better 

racing at smaller cost this year. The execu- 
tives of the various associations convened last 
week and decided upon an $800 purse minimum 
and a $2.50 admission, a boost of $200 in over- 
night offerings and a reduction of 25 cents in 
gate fees. The revision in admission prices is a 
drastic one by comparison with the $3.85 charged 
in 1932, and but for the tax provided in the 
Crawford-Dunnigan-Twomey plan being humped 
to 15 per cent, that $2 admission many have been 
agitating for might have been realized. The 
clubs must be aware that the smaller the admis- 
sion, the larger the gate and play. The turnover 
in the betting, however, will not interest the asso- 
ciations until such time as the tote is legalized, 
perhaps in 1936, when a further trend to popular 
prices may be forthcoming. The season of 163 
days, with an opening at Jamaica April 21, is 12 
days longer than in 1933 and in the future may 
be closer the complement of 183.

Jock Whitney 


T is earnestly hoped in racing circles that John 
Hay (Jock) Whitney will accept a post on the 
new State Racing Commission in New York, also 
provided in the three-point legislative program. 
This would be a long stride toward insuring full 
cooperation with The Jockey Club. Senator Dun- 
nigan now is inclined to favor a commission com- 
prising racing rather than political men. His 
associate in the Bronx, Secretary of State Flynn, 
will make the appointments, which must be ap- 
proved by Governor Lehman. The Commission’s 
representative in the Stewards’ stands will af- 
ford opportunity for bolstering supervision of the 

sport. 


Early Enough 


HE opening at the Metropolitan Jockey Club 

course is early enough considering the late 
winter. The cold season colony on Long Island 
was the smallest in years, however. If there is 
a paucity of material for Racing Secretary John 
Kane it will likely be most noticeable among the 
juveniles, as few on hand are ready to travel five 


furlongs. The selection of John Kane as racing 
secretary at Jamaica and Aqueduct and Judge 
Frank J. Bryan’s appointment to the post of 


secretary of Aqueduct steeplechases has been 
welcomed by horsemen. Four stakes will be re- 
newed at Jamaica, the Paumonok, Wood Memo- 
rial, Excelsior and Youthful. The 3-year-old 
stakes has $5,000 added, while each of the others 
is endowed with $2,500. The Wood this year 
again becomes a trial for New York candidates 
to the Kentucky Derby, instead of following the 
Louisville event, as in 1933. A likely spot for 
Sgt. Byrne, Spy Hill and others which may per- 
form on Long Island instead of in Maryland. 


Hard Filling 


HARLES McLENNAN again is having diffi- 

culty filling races; this time at Bowie, where 
there is a dearth of fit performers, most of those 
ready being in:the same notch, and where a few 
Maryland horsemen are dissatisfied with the 
saliva tests, etc., even though Old Line State of- 
ficials are far less zealous than those in Florida 
and realize that a man isn’t always “sending” a

Books 


MONG the numerous matters under discus- 

sion by racing executives in the Empire 
State just now is the administration of the cash 
betting.

$57 daily. Shaw avers that the layer will be 
unable to handle as much money as formerly, but 
that the fact it is cash will offset much of this. 
The player will be able to obtain better prices and 
will not be forced to take 6 to 1 when he can 
obtain 8 to 1 next door. Tom Shaw believes that 
open betting will prove so popular the rather 
small grandstands at some New York tracks will 
have to be enlarged. There will be no more stools 
and slates, we are advised by Algernon Dainger- 
field. There now is talk that books will be ex- 
cluded from the clubhouse, runners serving pa- 
trons in that section. 


Visualization 


ACING prognosticators in New York now are 

predicting that at some future time there will 
be just four major race tracks in the Empire 
State—-Belmont Park, Saratoga, one at Buffal 
and one at Long Beach. The next real estate 
boom may get Jamaica, Aqueduct and Empire 
City. The last named track, always profitable, 
probably is in best financial shape of the trio to 
continue; Aqueduct the least well fortified in this 
direction. But both asked their assessment for 
taxation cut substantially last year, unless mem- 
ory tricks us. Already plans are going forward 
for racing at Buffalo and there has for some 
months been rumors concerning a Long Beach 
course. Old Rosebud finds it difficult to see thus 
far in the future just now. Especially as the 
tracks are about to be placed in a_ position 
through legislation to obtain much larger gates.

The field this year may be a small 
one, as numerous candidates aren’t going to be 
ready and a lot of them will encounter bad luck 
trying to get ready in time. Makers of future 
books, as usual, will keep plenty. Which remind:

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TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS ET AL 

F all the stamping grounds of racing, Texas 

appears likely to be one of the most thor- 
oughly stamped before many months have passed. 
Epsom Downs at Houston has concluded its sec- 
ond successful meeting, and Arlington Downs, 
near Fort Worth and Dallas, is now in the 
midst of what appears to be a successful session. 
Joseph A. Murphy, directing the racing at 
Arlington Downs, is also devoting a part of his 
time to rushing work on Alamo Downs at San 
Antonio, where a new mile track is to be opened 
April 23 to run through May 12. (Judge Murphy 
is advertising Alamo Downs as the “only mile 
track in Texas running on these dates.’”’) Another 
mile track is now under construction at San 
Antonio. At Dallas’ Fair Park another meeting 
is being arranged, to begin Saturday, April 28. 
Other promotions are in various stages of de- 
velopment. 

Figures released at Houston last week showed 
that a total of $2,318,520 was wagered during 
the 18 days of racing at the Spring meeting 
(exclusive of one charity day). This represents 
a daily average turnover of $128,806.66, as com- 
pared with a daily average of $108,511.15 for last 
fall’s 27-day meeting, whose total was $2,929,801. 
The charity day at the spring meeting had a 
turnover of $77,682. 

Last week the Texas Breeders and Racing As- 
sociation, operating at Houston, announced that 
it had filed with the Texas State Racing Com- 
mission application for dates from November 3 to 
December 3, 1934, a run of 26 days. 


SACHSENMATIER ENTRY ONE-TWO 

The Dallas Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, 1 1-16 miles), run at Arlington Downs, 
April 7, was a good augury for William Sachsen- 
maier’s chances in the $10,000 added Texas Derby, 
to be run the closing day of the Arlington Downs 
meeting. In the Dallas Handicap he had two 
starters, Indian Salute (121) and Plight (111), 
both of which he had claimed at Hialeah Park, 
the former for $2,000, the latter for $1,500. The 
two geldings, favorites in the wagering at $1.60 
to $1, finished first and second. Indian Salute, 
ridden by C. E. Allen, won by a neck and Plight, 
with Lee Humphries in the saddle, reached the 
Judges six lengths ahead of the third horse, the 
Maemere Stable’s Somebody (112), which tired 
after setting the early pace. A length and a half 
farther back in fourth place was Bender First 
(111), owned by John Bender’s Medina Breeding 
Farm Stable. The others were Bittybit (106), 
Money Getter (100), Mt. Hood (103), Flickamaru 
(97), Clonard (103). Time, :24, :4915, 1:1525, 
1:4335, 1:51145, track slow.

Indian Salute won only one race, was once 
second and twice third from his 16 starts at two. 
He has won seven of his 13 starts this season

PHILDIA BEATS CHANCEVIEW 

In the Juvenile Handicap at Houston March 31 
Chanceview took the lead from Phildia in the last 
furlong and won, setting a new track record for 
414 furlongs. Chanceview was carrying 122 
pounds, Phildia 112. The two met again on April 
4 at Arlington Downs in the Juvenile Stakes 
($1,000 added, 2-year-olds, 4!) furlongs), and 
this time Phildia, under 122 pounds, took the lead 
from Chanceview (125) in the last stride and 
won by a nose, setting a new track record, 54 
seconds, exactly the same as Chanceview’s time 
in winning the previous engagement. 

In the Arlington Downs encounter, Clang (122), 
the unbeaten youngster owned by J. F. Clark, Jr. 
of New Orleans, made his first start since leaving 
New Orleans and was made favorite at 11 to 10 
in the mutuels. Chanceview was second choice, 
Phildia the extreme outsider, paying $74 for $2. 
Clang, son of Stimulus, ran well, but never got 
to the front. Chanceview took the lead in the last 
furlong, but lost it to Phildia, closing fast under 
Frank Munden’s urging, in the last jump. Clang 
was third, a length and a half behind the two 
leaders and a length and a half ahead of J. J. 
Robinson’s Veronica C. (119), fourth. The others 
were Currants (125), Brown Hilda (119), Jessie 
D. M. (119), Piping Hot (119). Time, :23%,

Saliva Testing at Bowie 

ROM Humphrey S. Finney, Stud Master at 

S. W. Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, 
Md., who attended the opening of the Southern 
Maryland Agricultural Association’s spring meet- 
ing at Bowie Easter Monday, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has the following interesting account of the in- 
stitution of the saliva test, as ordered by the 
Maryland Racing Commission: 

The writer was most interested in the saliva test, a 
new departure for Maryland tracks. Here the Stewards 
drew by lot one winner from the first four races and 
one from the last three to go into the saliva box, other 
horses being sent into it when their actions appear to 
warrant it. The first horse to be tested was Ilchester, 
winner of the fourth race for Mrs. Elmer Trueman, wife 
of the popular Washington conditioner. The writer 
followed the horse to the box, which is situated some 
distance from the paddock in a quiet spot. The box 
is 14 by 14 feet, well lighted and airy, and with a dirt 
floor. It is planned to be as like an ordinary stall as 
possible, some trainers having objected to the Hialeah 
Park box with white walls and cement floor. 

Ilchester did not appear to object to having his mouth 

Swabbed out with the swabs moistened with distilled 
and sterile water. Dr. J Ladson performed the 
operation with little trouble. The swabs are wrung 
out and the fluid filtered into bottles to go to the 
chemists. Dr. Ladson said the results should be ready 
in from two to three days. George Ogle’s Miney 
Myerson, winner of the Inaugural Handicap, followed 
Iichester into the box and accepted the veterinarian’s 
attentions readily and was even less trouble’ than 
Iichester, being in the box a scant five minutes. 
, Interested spectators of the operations were Jervis 
Spencer, Jr., and Edwin Warfield, respectively Chair- 
man and member of the State Racing Commission. Mr. 
Spencer said that the whole thing is an innovation and 
that the Commission had tried to be fair to the horse- 
men in the routine adopted for picking the horses to 
be tested, and in the conduct of the operation, and was 
frank to admit that if the present procedure does not 
Prove fully satisfactory the methods will be changed. 
It is hard to see where any disgruntled party can find 
anything to cavil at in the manner the Maryland Com- 
mission has adopted of carrying out this very necessary 
matter, nor does there seem room for the cry of par- 
ality raised in Florida, if the routine is adhered to. 


Mr. Finney was again at Bowie on Wednesday, 
April 4, after which he wrote: 


Had a talk with Dr. Ladson ring & Says he is very 
pleased with the way the horsemen have treated him so 
far. Says he had three faults to find with Florida 
system of saliva testing. First, he is very much against 
the “paid spies,’’ and considers them useless except to 
stir up strife. Second, he feels that the white-walled, 
cement-floored stall used was too much out of the 
ordinary for horses to be quiet in it. Third, he feels 
the Maryland system of rolling out the dice is fairest 
to all and wants the horsemen to realize he is going to 
be on the square with them, and it is to their advantage 
to reciprocate. He pointed out, whether significant or 
not, that there were no accidents in racing at Miami 
tracks this winter as against five and a horse dropping 
dead last winter. He contends that a horse whose 
knees have to be cocained so he can run should not run 
and he feels that the saliva test is an added, if indirect, 
aid to safety in races. It sounds true, too. He told me 
the horsemen in some cases kicked on the time taken 
for the test. Today Dr. Ladson took two samples, one 
in one and one-half minutes and one in two minutes. 
Horses were in the stall about five minutes. There is 
still a lot of comment on the test here, as is to be ex- 
pected, from our brainy trainers.

At Tanforan

Anslinger Approves Barn

coming to his office indicate that the doping of 
horses has not entirely subsided and that Federal 
operatives will be sent to race tracks in states 
where preventive measures are not taken by the 
racing authorities.

The board of directors of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, at a meeting after the club 
luncheon at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, last 
Saturday, instructed Secretary Neville Dunn to 
write the Kentucky State Racing Commission the 
request that it make known the steps it plans 
to take for the prevention of the use of narcotics 


A DECENT PROPOSAL 


S I happen to have been an owner, trainer and 

newspaperman in the Metropolitan area, it 
has been my privilege to observe the political 
fence-building around racing in the Empire State 
for many years. 

The Crawford bill, affording tracks immediate 
relief in the form of cash betting, and also the 
Dunnigan bill, providing a revenue to the State, 
represent, in my opinion, a fair exchange between 
The Jockey Club and the Tammany Democrats. 

The Twomey measure to provide mechanical 
wagering seems familiar, and all over the State 
there are recognizable -signs for increasing the 
political hold for taxing gambling. 

If the totalizator is operated with a maximum 
“take” of 314 per cent, as promised, we may well 
approach the voters with a decent proposal to 
give racing their support in return for a fair deal 
for all. 

Under such an arrangement, horse racing 
might again lift its head and claim the glory 
of being conducted for the improvement of the 
Thoroughbred horse and human beings.

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MARYLAND 


BOWIE 


HE first week of Maryland’s racing season 

was none too auspicious. The first day at 
Bowie the pari-mutuel turnover was $242,981, not 
a bad day’s business. The next day the handle 
slumped to $181,603. During the remainder of 
the week the play continued to be below expecta- 
tions, and last Saturday, when the Rowe Memo- 
rial Handicap was the feature, bad weather pre- 
vented a large attendance. The weather through 
the week was bad enough to keep the attendance 
and the mutuel play down steadily. There is a 
slight chance that this week’s racing may bring 
more favorable developments and a chance for 
the management to make a small profit. 

Young Charles McLennan, having stepped into 
his late father’s place as racing secretary, found 
himself, as at Hialeah Park, faced with the prob- 
lem of providing good race cards daily from an 
insufficient number of horses. Throughout the 
country the winter was so severe that virtually 
all of the horses which remained in the northern 
sections during the cold months are retarded in 
their preparation. In many instances the fields 
last week were smaller than usual for early 
Maryland racing. The scarcity of horses is be- 
ginning to pinch racing secretaries and pro- 


moters, and prospects are that the pinch will. 


continue for some time. The opening of the New 
York racing season at Jamaica on April 21 will 
find many more horses available for competition, 
but it is not unlikely that both New York and 
Maryland tracks will experience difficulty with 
their programs. 

Indicative of Secretary McLennan’s problem 
was the fact that last week he announced that 
the Southern Maryland Handicap, which was to 
have been run Saturday, April 14, with an added 
value of $5,000, has been cancelled because of its 
failure to fill. A $1,500 overnight handicap is to 
be substituted. 


*SOON OVER’S ROWE MEMORIAL 


The Greentree Stable’s *Soon Over, which 
previously had never been able to live up to ex- 
pectations in his stakes engagements, scored a 
victory last Saturday, April 7, in the fourth run- 
ning of the Rowe Memorial Handicap ($3,500 
added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs) at Bowie. The 
Buchan colt’s failure in the Florida Derby was 
attributed by the crowd to his apparent dis- 
position to prefer sprint distances, and for the 
shorter Rowe Memorial made him favorite in 
the mutuels at 8 to 5. Racing Secretary Charles 
J. McLennan had handicapped him with 119 
pounds, second to Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s *The 
Immortal II, which was assigned 126. The latter 
was making his first start since his importation 
from Ireland, where his reputation was that he 
was the best 2-year-old on the Island. He was 
coupled with the filly Blue for Boys (110), also 
making her first start of the season. The entry’s 
showing was a poor a‘igury for the younger Mrs. 
Whitney’s chances in the Kentucky Derby, as 
both the colt and filly were beaten so badly that 
they were eased up at the end, *The Immortal 
II finishing last. 

The early pace was made by Happy Go (108), 
followed by Blue for Boys and Bonanza (114). 
G. W. Ogle’s Patchpocket (106), a *Cohort geld- 


ing which had followed close up in the early 
running, supplantea Happy Go in the lead as the

*Soon Over last year showed such promise that, 
although he failed to win an important race, he 
was assigned 122 pounds in W. S. Vosburgh’s 
Experimental Handicap, only four pounds below 
the top weight of 126, which was assigned an- 
other Greentree colt, First Minstrel. In 16 starts 
at two he won five races, was three times second 
and twice third. His only placing in a stakes 
event was a third in the Sanford Stakes, won by 
First Minstrel, with Cavalcade second. This year 
he has started three times. He won his first out, 
in an overnight race, and then finished fourth in 
the Florida Derby. His earnings in two seasons 
are $7,175. *Fleeting Dawn raced twice at three 
without winning, and her dam Rododaktylos 
(rosy-fingered) did not race.

EQUIPOISE & CO. 


With Mr. and Mrs. C. V. Whitney looking on, 
Equipoise and the other horses which will com- 
prise the main division of the Whitney stable this 
year were given their final gallops over the new 
track at the Whitney farm at Lexington last Sat- 
urday, April 7. Next morning they were loaded 
in two express cars and shipped to Havre de 
Grace, Md., where Equipoise may make his sea- 
sonal debut in the Philadelphia Handicap. Be- 
sides Equipoise the shipment included Roust- 
about, Fogbound, Collateral, Rhadamanthus, 
Jabot, High Glee, Caterwaul, Trumpery and the 
2-year-olds Surveyor, Pundit, Tracker, Rough

EXPANDING THE TOTE 


H. L. Straus, president of the American 
Totalizator Company, of Baltimore, said last week 
at Bowie that orders have been placed for instal- 
lation of totalizator plants at Rockingham Park, 
Salem, N. H.; Epsom Downs, Houston, Texas; 
Tanforan, San Bruno, Calif.; Bay Meadows, San 
Mateo, Calif.; Santa Anita Park, Arcadia, Calif., 
and Tropical Park, Coral Gables, Fla. Pimlico is 
the only Maryland track having the “tote.” Mr. 
Straus said, however, that had James F. O’Hara 
lived Bowie very likely would have been the first 
of the Maryland tracks to have the fast working 
apparatus. Mr. O’Hara gave Mr. Straus great 
encouragement in his experiments with the “tote” 
and visualized its supplanting the pari-mutuel

URRENT future book odds on the Kentucky 

Derby are not important in revealing the true 
state of affairs among the candidates. Tom 
Kearney last week published prices which showed 
Sir Thomas, Mata Hari, Chicstraw and Riskulus 
equal favorites at 10 to 1. Cavalcade was held at 
15 to 1, and Bakers Dozen, a maiden in Col. E. R. 
Bradley's stable, was at 20 to 1. Others were at 25 
to 1 up to 1,000 to 1 (Bell Man and Brown 
Toney). Odds on Riskulus have been forced 
down as a result of his racing on the West Coast 
and his works in Texas. Most of the play on 
Bakers Dozen is attributable to the popularity of 
the green and white colors of Idle Hour and to a 
whispered tip which is reputed to have had its 
origin at the farm, though Colonel Bradley him- 
self does not include either of his Derby candi- 
dates among his selections for the first three 
places. There has been no indication that Chic- 
straw will start in the Derby. 


Alex Gordon’s Sir Thomas, in his first Derby 
distance workout over the Churchill Downs track, 
stepped the 10 furlongs over a good track Mon- 
day, April 9, in :25%, :51, 1:17%, 1:43%, 2:11, 
handily. Immediately he became favorite at 6 to 
1 (Kearney). Last week it was learned that John 
B. McKee, acting for an undisclosed bidder, was 
trying to purchase Sir Thomas, but that Owner 
Gordon has declined to price the son of *Sir Gal- 
lahad III separately.

The lagniappe comprises the 
3-year-old Kozak and the 2-year-olds Brophy and 
Explorer. 


Mata Hari and her stablemates' move from 
Dixiana to Churchill Downs Sunday, April 15. 
Early Tuesday morning of this week, over a slow 
track, Mata Hari was worked a mile in 1:45, 
first half in :5124, three-quarters in 1:17%. It 
was the best showing she has made this year, 
Trainer Clyde Van Dusen said. Thus far Mata 
Hari is coming up to her engagement in perfect 
condition. 

Riskulus, training at Arlington Downs for the 
Texas Derby, to be run April 21, is working well.

AYMOND BELMONT, 45, son of the late 
Major August Belmont, master of the Nurs- 
ery Stud, died of pneumonia at Belray, his home, 
near Middleburg, Va., in the evening of Thurs- 
day, April 5. 

Since the World War, during which, in the 
advance at St. Mihiel, he won the captaincy of 
the Headquarters Troop of the Seventy-eighth 
Division, Mr. Belmont hau lived at Belray. He 
was three times married. His first wife (1912) 
was Ethel Linder (stage name Ethel Lorraine). 
They were divorced in 1916. After the war he 
married Caroline Hulbert, of Louisville, Ky. 
From this union came the surviving daughter, 
Bettina Belmont. In 1926 the couple were di- 
vorced and Mrs. Belmont became Mrs. Arthur 
White, and they reside at Middleburg. In Sep- 
tember, 1926, a month after divorce, Mr. Belmont 
married Mrs. Marie Muurling Maddox, of War- 
renton, Va., who survives him. Mr. Belmont’s 
only other survivor is his brother, Morgan Bel- 
mont, of 434 East Fifty-seventh Street, New 
York. Mrs. Eleanor Robson Belmont, his step- 
mother, resides at 1115 Fifth Avenue, New York. 

Mr. Belmont was a graduate of Harvard, class 
of 1910. He was employed for a time as a clerk 
in the office of August Belmont & Company, 45 
Cedar Street, the banking house founded by his 
grandfather, the elder August Belmont, who also 
founded the Nursery Stud. Mr. Belmont, a splen- 
did horseman, was one of the most proficient of 
amateur riders of his day and was distinguished 
as a polo player. He maintained a stud of Thor- 
oughbreds at Belray and was much interested 
in hunting.

ALWINTOUR AND THE NEEDLE 


The expression “‘sewing up a race” is frequent- 
ly heard among the regulars around the race- 
tracks and is not usually to be taken too liter- 
ally. At Bowie on April 2, there appears to have 
been an attempt to do something of the kind in 
the first race of the season, a half mile dash for 
2-year-olds. Elmer Trueman, popular Washing- 
ton trainer, was starting an entry consisting of 
George Brown, Jr.’s, Braving Danger and Mrs. 


Trueman’s Alwintour. While the latter’s groom 
was standing directly in front of Alwintour 
plaiting up his forelock the horse investigated 
a good-sized needle and attached length of 
thread in the man’s coat lapel. Alwintour tried 
to swallow the needle and thread. Fortunately 
Trainer Trueman saw the overt act and grabbed 
the horse’s tongue to try to keep him from swal- 
lowing the whole thing. Dr. Frank M. Keller, 
happening to pass by, was pressed into service 
ai.d pulled the upper part of the needle out of 
the horse’s throat by about eight inches of the 
thread which had not gone out of reach. Close 
search revealed the pointed half of the needle 
imbedded in the horse’s tongue above the back 
molars, whence it was withdrawn by the veteri- 
narian. Whether the needle had any effect on 
Alwintour’s running is problematical. However, 
he did not appear in the picture at the end of 
the race.
